1 Overview
A Background
The Food, Conservation, and Energy Act of 2008 (the 2008 Act) was enacted into law on
June 18, 2008. The 2008 Act authorizes the continuation of DCP for 2008 through
September 30, 2012.
B Purpose
This notice:

e informs State and County Offices that:

e 2008 final direct payments for peanuts and covered commodities can be issued on or
about October 6, 2008, after the actions in subparagraph 3 B have been completed

e final direct payment rates are in 2-DCP, subparagraph 21 B

e provides County Offices with guidance for issuing payments to producers with special
circumstances, including bankruptcy, deceased producers, or successor-in-interest.

County Offices shall follow the policy in 1-DCP (Rev. 1), paragraph 400 for deceased
producers.

C Successor-in-Interest

County Offices shall follow the policy in 1-DCP (Rev. 1), paragraph 398 for
successor-in-interest.
